sociate member or confederate mem- 
ber or any other member unless the 
offence be “treason against the crown, 
rape, or malicious murder” contrary 
to the Criminal Code of Canada, sub- 
section A, sub-paragrapn three, sec- 
tion 131.” 

Maloney has been described as 
head of the Ku Klux Klan in Alberta 
and Steele as an organizer for that 
organization.

RAILWAY HEAD URGES 
MERGER OF TWO ROADS 


Toronto, Jan. 16. — Dealing with 
Canada’s railway problem, its effect 
upon national finanaces and suggest- 
ing a possible solution of its difficul- 
ties in an address before the Canad- 
ian Club here today, EH. W. Beatty, 
chairman and president of the Canad- 
ian Pacific Railway, delivered what 
may prove to be one of the outstand- 
ing public utterances of his career, 
and conceivably may mark a turning 
point in the economic history of this 
country. In forceful sentences he 
frankly placed the whole question of 
what to do about the railways square- 
ly before the people of \Canada. 


In proposing a solution of the prob- 
lem he laid it down that there was no 
basis upon which there could be fair 
competition between a private com- 
‘pany and a railway system backed 
by the long purse of the state, and 
that between two railways there 
could not be competition and co-oper- 
ation at the same time. 

Mr. Beatty’s solution was a reduc- 
tion of mileage to the country’s needs 
and he proposed a consolidation of 
the railways into one system with one 
management.

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PONOKA STORE 
RAZED BY FIRE 


Ponoka, Jan. 15. — In bélow-zero 
weather, with a bitterly sharp breeze 
sweeping though the town, ice-coated 
firemen of the local brigade saved 
buildings of the main street of the 
town from destruction early Sunday 
morning. 

After a five-hour fight against 
flames, the firemen could say they 
had been able to save buildings near 
the frame structure of the Ponoka 
Mercantile Company, which had been 
burned to the ground with a loss of 
over $5000. : 

The fire was observed at 3:45 a.m. 
and firemen were on the scene a few 
minutes later to find the structure 
sheathed in flame. They were forced 
to largely confine their efforts to 
saving as muchas possible of the 
valuable stock and preventing spread 
of the flames. The building, valued 
at $5000, was covered by insurance, 
and a certain portion of the stock. 
It was not known how heavy losses 
in stock were. 

Cause of the blaze was unknown.

Alberta Health Conditions 

General health conditions in Al- 
berta during the past year have been 
the best on record, according to the 
reports of the provincial health de 
partment, a new high mark for free- 
dom from communicable diseases 
having been established.

Supervision should begin very ear- 
ly in pregnancy. If there be any ab-

ing pregnancy usually come on grad- 
ually. The earliest signs or symp- 
toms of these undesirable conditions 
{are detected early if the woman is un- 
der regular supervision. The early 
‘detection of these conditions may 
mean the saving of the woman’s life,

THE PRODUCTION AND 
PREPARATION OF SEED GRAIN 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Good seed grain may be defined as 
clean, sound and uniformly plump 
grain obtained from strong, healthy, 
plants belonging to a pure or relative- 
ly pure variety which is well adapted 
to the needs of the district in which 
it is to be used. 

Where one is obliged to purchase 
seed, the safest seed in which to in- 
vest is “Registered Seed,” since it is 
officially guaranteed to possess all of 
the qualifications of good seed, as 
above defined. This guarantee has 
behind it the Canadian Seed Growers’ 
Association and the Dominion Seed 
Branch aided by the Experimenfal 
Farms Branch of the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The use of varieties which are 
adapted to the district where they are 
to be grown is a matter of importance 
and since many new _ varieties are 
constantly under test at our -Experi- 
meztal Stations, farmers should note 
carefully the results obtained at these 
institutions and be guided by them. 

In the production of good seed, care 
should be taken to see that the crop

is fully mature before cutting. Where 
low spots occur, it may be necessary 
to handle them separately in order to 
|provide against the inclusion of un- 
ripe grain. 

In threshing the crop, the concaves 
should not be set so close that the 
grain will be damaged. At present a 
great deal of really good barley is 
damaged from a seed standpoint, dur- 
ing the threshing operations, by hav- 
ling the ends of the kernels broken or 
lotherwise injured. Close threshing is 
jliable to injure the germ. 


The next step in the preparation of 
| good seed grain consists in the fan- 
{ning and grading of the grain to re- 
move light kernels, weed seeds and 
dirt. For this undertaking the screens 
to be used must be carefully selected 
to insure that the openings are of the 
proper size and shape to perform the 
work required. Many good fanning 
mills have been discarded simply on 
account of the absence of suitable 
screens, whereas material for the con- 
struction of such screens can be had 
from, or through, the manufacturer of 
the machine. 

During the past seven or eight 
years, the difficulty in connection 
with the proper cleaning and grading 
of seed grain has been reduced con- 
siderably by the opening up of cus- 
tom cleaning plants which are equip- 
ped with power fanning mills and 
graders, and well supplied with sieves 
to clean and grade the different kinds 
of grain that may be brought to 
them. These cleaning plants are of- 
ten provided with blowers for clean- 
ing floors, bins and shoots so_ that 
contamination from these sources is 
reduced to the minimum. 

Cleaned grain should always be 
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BLEND 


placed immediately in clean contain- 
ers and protected from all danger of 
contamination.

459 duly assembled enacts as_ fol- 
lows: 

“That the Municipal District of Big- 
stone No. 459 is hereby authorised 
and empowered to become associated 
with the City of Wetaskiwin and the 
Municipal District of Montgomery No. 
458, in the ownership, operation and 
conduct of a hospital erected in pur- 
suance of an agreement between the 
City. of Wetaskiwin and the Municip- 
al District of Montgomery No. 4538, 
which agreement was validated and 
confirmed by Provincial Statute, be- 
ing Chapter 42, Statutes of Alberta, 
1392, and that the Municipal District 
of Bigstone No.. 459 enter inte an 
agreement with the said Municipal 
District of Montgomery No. 458 and 
the said City of Wetaskiwin to as- 
sume a Thirty per cent (30%) propri- 
etary interest in the ownership, oper- 
ation and conduct of The Wetaskiwin 
Community Hospital. 

“That the. sum of Hight Thousand 
One Hundred Dollars ($8,100.00) be 
paid towards the erection, completion 
and equipment of the said hospital 
and that the said sum shall be paid to 
the said City in equal instalments 
during the next fifteen years, togeth- 
er with any interest that may be due 
and payable, which interest shall be 
at the mate of six per centum per an- 
num, the first payment to be made ut 
a time agreed upon.
